~ MODERATION IN PUBLIC SENTIMENT NECES- 
_. SARY TO THE EXISTENCE OF A REPUBLIC. 
| None who has ever reflected on the calmness and 
& ‘patience, with which our revolutionary fathers deliberated 
on the steps they were to take in forming a Constitution for 
the riew Republic just born of their toils and blood, can re- 
frain from admiring their disinterested patriotism, and 
acknowledging that a Republic constituted of such men 
“would be-as lasting as time. That generous willingness to © 
sacrifice personal passion and local interest to the common 
| ~ good, that wise forbearance that considered no conclusion 
"|, foregone until the arguments of both sides were heard, 
those large views of extending equa] freedom to all, were 
precisely such as became the founders of a free government. 
As long as this moderation is preserved in the public 
‘mind; so long will the stability of our institutions be secure. 
In every great body of people there must exist different 
classes of people—distinguished from one another by dif- 
ference of local and commercial interest, and of political or 
Yeligious opinion. If these factions, or circles, or sects, are 
“moderate towards one ayother, if they concede to one an- 
other the right to live in quiet, their differences will not be 
the slightest obstacle to the ffee working of our happy in- 
stitutions. But if one faction, with intolerant spirit pro- 
pagates the belief that the existence of ‘another is not to be 
brooked, that it is to be annihilated for the salvation of the 
country, then the glory of our country—equal freedom to 
all sects, seems about to pass away. If too many sects com- 
bine against one and misrepresent it as hostile to the coun- 
try, and ‘persevere in inflaming the minds of their adherents 
with every species of calumny against persons ot 2 doc- 
trines, it requires no very wild fancy to behold the bird of | 
liberty in the midst of the din and turmoil, pluming his 
wings for a flight back to his own Heaven. Without mod- 
eration, fairness, candor on the part of those who guide 
public sentiment, liberty is impossible. 

We know there are many men among us (and strange 
to say, the very ones most loud-mouthed in their professions 
of love of liberty) who proclaim that the experiment has al- 
ready proved a failure, There are men whose speech im- 
plies that our fathers in proclaiming freedom to. worship 
God were but imbecile dreamers, trying to set on foot an 
impossibility. These are the men who preach that freédom 
for. Catholics is impossible—and that the only way of de- 
fending our free Constitution against them, is by subverting 
it in their regard. If the only means of préserving liberty 
for one sect, is tyranny over anotMer, then is liberty for all 
impossible.. In vain, then, our fathers bled:-in vain our 
statesmen exercised wisdom and forbearance in forming our 
Constitution. They were, if what ou? bigot-declaimers say 
be true, dreamers,—madmen—that threw away their lives 
to establish an impossible scheme. LAFAYETTE should 
have stayed in France; MONTGOMERY ought not te have 
died; the CATHOLIC POLES should have remained writh- 
ing under the iron heel of Russia. Who could believe unless 
he saw it, that men could be found to pretend themselves 
stimulated by love of liberty to preach its impossibilities, 
and with the pretext of defending; te:subvert it? If liberty, 
equal liberty to all, is impossible, to what end such labors to 
support it in America,- such costly means, through the 
World War, to establish it in Burope?
